CONTRIBUTIONS FOR FISH POND 


Next week the surveyors are supposed o 
start work on the Coffee County fish pond. 
Tenative location of the pond is six miles 
northwest of Elba on the Gordy Clark pro- 
perty. A 50 to 75 acre pond is to be constru- 
cted and plans are being made to include a 
park with barbecue pits, picnic benches and 
some playground equipment, 

The State is going to construct the pond 
and a road completely around it. $25,000 
has been set aside for this purpose from the 
State funds and Coffee County citizens will 
have to dig up the rest. 200 acres of land is 
needed for the project and can be bought at 
$15 per acre. The State money can not he 
used for purchase of land; it is to be used 
only for construction, The land has to be 
bought and deeded to the state before any 
work is begun after the survey is completed. 
The pond and the park will be open to all 
people who desire to use it, the only regu- 
lation being the State game and fish laws. 
Those of us who expect to use the pond and 
park are soon going to have to put up a lit- 
tle money for the purchase of the land. The 
price of an acre of land isn’t enough but 
what most of us can contribute that much. 
Heywood Taylor has been made chairman 
of the fund raising committee and Ed Rich- 
burg treasurer. If you feel that you can give 
an acre, mail your contribution to either 
one. If you aren’t able to contribute the 
price of an acre, any amount will be appre- 
ciated. We do not want construction of the 
pond to be held up because of a shortage of 
funds, so don’t fail to get your contribution 
in early.

In the last few years, largely through the 
4-H and FFA club members, the 
| practice of improving stock through the use 
| of purebred cattle has made great gains in 
| Coffee County. The result is that farmers 
are making more money from. their live- 
stock, which has become big business in 
this part of the country. 

Attention has been largely on cattle, how- 
ever and the lowly hog has been unnoticed. 
Lately, however, purebred hégs have shown. 
up on many farms in the county. A striking 
example of their value was seen at the Elba 
Livestock Market two weeks ago when a 
few scrub feeder pigs were sold for 15 cents 
a pound while purebred pigs were bringing 
26 to 28 cents per pound. 

A hog of good breeding will gain more 
weight on less feed than scrubs. Of course 
they demand better care and proper rations, 
but for this little extra work, a farmer can 
raise a lot of extra bacon and. sausage. In 
this way he makes more money, some of 
which eventually gets bace to us.
